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In UI34 ^ I dest'rihed tlie new ci*inoid ueuiis Conjnecrhiux. for tlie 
reception of which and one other genus {Lcci/thocrtnus J. ]\Iiiller) 
I proposed the family Leeythocrinidae in the order Inadnnata. 
Both genera are of Devonian age. one from Eui*ope and one from 
the United States. I am now able to add another genus to this 
family, coming from the Mississipinan (np])er Borden) of Indiana. 

CESTOCRINUS, new genus 

Genotype . — Cestocrinns striatus. new species.

Crown. Snbcylindrical. 

Dorsal cnp. Campanulate to urn-shaped. 

IBB. Five. Large, approximately one-third the height of the dorsal 
cnp. 

BB. Of medium size, except post B, which is very large, extending 
to the level of the arm bases and supporting two tube plates. 
KR. Relatively small. Arm facets elevated above level of plates, 
horseshoe-sliaped. and approximately one-half width of radial 
at that level. 

Ai-nis. Relatively slender, comjtosed of snbcylindrical, long Br. 
Number of IBr variable: 3 in 1 ant R; 4 in r ant R; more than 
4 in ant R in type species.

Ventral sac. Judged from the proximal })ortion of the ventral sac 
as preserved, the tiiV)e was relatively slender, siibcylindrical in 
shape, and composed of fairly large plates. 

Column. Stout, circular in section, composed of alternate nodals 
and internodals. Lumen large, outline indistinct in jiolished 
section but a])i)arently pentagonal. 

Si>ecies. The only known species referable to Cestocrhnis is the 
new sj>ecies C. sfrJatus, here described. 

Geologic and geographic dhtrihation, — The type species was found 
in the upj)er l^orden (Mississi])pian, lower Cai*boniferous) of Indian 
Creek, ^lontgomery County. Ind. 

Relationships. — The peculiar structure of the postei’ior interradius, 
together with similarities of arm structure and general ivsemblance. 
seems clearly to ally Cesfocrinus with Lecgthocrinus iliiller and 
CorgnecriiVhs Kirk. Of the two formerly descilbed genera, Cexto- 
crinus more nearly resembles Gorynecrimis. The two genera ditfer 
in well-marked structui’al characters. In Corgnecriinis the post B 
is but slightly larger than the other BB. In Oestocrinits the post 
is vei-y large, reaching to the level of the arm bases. In Corgne- 
criiois the IBB are very small and scarcely visible in lateral view. 
In Cestocrinas the IBB are large, ajiproximately one-third the height 
of the cup. The arm-bases in Cestocrinas ai'e sharply elevated above 
the level of the KK and ai’e i*elatively nari‘ower than in C orynecrinas. 
As seen, there are many more IBr in C orynecrinas than in Cesto- 
(rinus. In Corynecrinas the two ])roximal tube ]:>lates lie well down 
in the cup. and the tube ])lates of the second range i*est on the upper 
sloping shouldei’s of the r and 1 ])ost KK. In Cestocriivis the j)air 
of ])i*oximal tul>e plates liave been raised al)ove the leA^el of the cu]) 
and rest on the upper slo})ing shoulders of the r and 1 ])ost KK. 

The ])ersistence of this tenuous genetic crinoid line from the 
Middle Devonian well up into the lower ]\[ississippian is very intei‘- 
esting. Cestocrinas shows no ]*esemblance to any known Carbonif- 
erous inadunate genus, and one must cast back into the ^Middle 
Devonian to find like structural forms. At all times members of 
the family seem to have been exceedingly few in numbei*. Lecytho- 
crinns is re])resented by a few specimens. Gorynecrinus is known 
from but a single sj)ecimen. Cestoci'inas. also, is leased on a unique 
specimen. Since many thousands of crinoids have been collected at 
Crawfordsville and Indian Creek, Ind.. as well as from approxi- 
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Cestocrinus striatus. New Genus and species.
